"'Haying received the solemn" and''explicit assurance of the ..German .;_ 


government that it unreservedly accepts the terms ojRpeace Iaid~doWn in 


' his:address to.the Congress of. the United States on the 8th'of January, 


1918, and'•the'principles of settlement enunciated in his subsequent ad- 
dresses, particularly 'the address of the 27th of September, and that it 
desires to discuss the details of their application, and that this wish and 
purpose emanated, not from those who have hitherto-dictated German 
policy and conducted the present war on Germany's behalf, but from min- 
. isters who speak for the majority of the Reichstag and' for an overwhelm- 
ing majority of the German people, and having received also the explicit 
promises of the present German government that the humane rules of 
civilized warfare will be observed both on land and sea by the Geran 
armed- forces, the_President of the United States feels that he cannot 
decline to take up4vith the governments with which the government of the 
United States is associated the question of an armistice. 


ONLY POSSIBLE CONDITIONS FOR ARMISTICE. 


"He deems it his duty to say again, however, that the only armistice^ 


he would feel justified in submitting for the consideration would be one 
which should leave' the United States and the powers associated with her 
in a position to enforce any arrangements that may be entered into and to 
make a renewal of hostilities on the part oj Germany impossible. 
The 


President has, therefore, transmitted his correspondence with the present 
German authorities to the governments with which the government of the 
United States is associated as a belligerent, with the suggestion that, if 
these governments are disposed to effect peace upon the terms and prin- • 
ciples indicated, their military advisers and the military advisers of the 
United States be asked to submit to the governments associated against 
Germany the necessary terms of such an armistice as will fully protect the 
interests of the peoples involved and insure to the associated governments 
the Unrestricted power to safeguard and enforce the details of the peace 
to which the German government has agreed, provided they deem such an 
armistice possible from the military point of view. Should such terms of 
armistice be. suggested their acceptance by Germany will afford the best 
concrete evidence of her unequivocal acceptance of the terms and prin- 
ciples of peace from which the whole action proceeds.' 


PRUSSIAN MASTERS CAN NOT BE TRUSTED.. 
"The President would deem himself lacking in candor did he not 


point out in the frankest possible terms the reason why extraordinary safe- 
guards must'be demanded. 
Significant, and important as the constitu- 


tional changes seem to be which are spoken of by the German foreign 
secretary in his note of the 20th of October, it does not appear that the 
principle of a government responsible to the German people has yet been. 
fully worked out or that any guarantees either exist or are in contemplation 
that the alterations of principle and of practice now partially agreed upon 
will be permanent. Moreover, it does not'appear that the heart of the 
..present difficulty has been reached. 
It may be that <future wars have 


'been brought under the control of the German people, but the present 
war lhas not been; and it is with the present war that we are dealing. 
It. ,15! evident that the German people have no means of. commanding the 
acquiescence of the military authorities of the empire in the popular will; 
that the power of the King of Prussia to control the policy of the empire 
is unimpaired; 'that the determining initiative still remains with those who 
have hitherto been the masters of Germany. 
Feeling that the whole 


peace of the world depends now on plain speaking and straightforward 
action, the President deems it his duty to say, without any attempt to 
soften what may seem harsh words, that the nations of the world do not 
and. can not trust the word of those who have hitherto been the masters of 
German policy, and to point out oncd more that in concluding peace and 
attempting to undo the infinite injuries and injustices of this war, the 
government of the United Stales can not deal with any but veritable 
representatives of the German people who have been assured of a genuine 
constitutional standing as the real rulers of Germany. 
If it must deal with , 


the military masters and the monarchial autocrats of Germany now, or of 
it it is likely to have to deal with them later, in regard to the international 
obligations of the German empire, it must demand, not peace negotiations, 
but surrender. Nothing can be gained by leaving this essential thing 
unsaid.

IN POTATO CROP 


Less Than 90 Percent as Many Po- 


tatoes as there Were Last 


year 


ACCORDING TO OCT. ESTIMATE 


.With Prices High Farmers Tempted 


to Sell Stock and 6ejt Seed at 


planting Tljne 


The Octoiber first crop reports 


from the 'Department.of Agriculture, 
at Washington, show .that there will 
"be a very much shorter supply of po- 
tatoes this year than last. There is 
less than 90 per cent of as many po- 
tatoes in the country.- as there were 
last year. There is less than 85 per 
cent f 'the potatoes in Indiana that 
were produced last year, according 
to the October estimate, and ths re- 
ports from growers indicate that the 
percentage will be materially reduced 
by the time the crop is dug., 


Prices -are high and every indica- 


tion leads to the belief that potatoes 
will not go very much lower. Grow- 
ers are tempted to sell all of their 
stock and attempt to get. their seed 
at planting time. Oood potato seed 
will, in' all probability, be scarcer 
next spring and the wise producer 
will make sure of his supply from his 
own crop, or -the crops of his neigh- 
bors, at digging time. 


If any grower has practiced selec- 


ting his own seed iu the past he 
should, %y all means, save his own 
seed this year. If he has not prac- 
ticed seed selection with his potato 
crop it will pay him to select 
his 


seed from the 
'field .while digging. 


Immature tubers, if properly cured 
and stored, will make good seed if 
they are from productive 
strains. 


'Hills of potatoes which yield a large 
number of medium tubers with a few 
or not, small tubers make1 the best 
.seed. Selecting large tubers from 
the 'bin may not, and probably will 
iiot result in the production of parge 
potatoes, next year. Many of ihcse 
large potatoes were produced in hills 
that only produced one large potato 
with 
several 
smaller 
ones. Any 


growers who are interested in saving 
their own seed can get additional in- 
formation 'by applying at the County 
Agent Office.
